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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments as to hindsight reasoning by the 
Examiner are unpersuasive. As to Appellants argument on page 3, challenging the Examiner's statement of motivation on page 4 of the 
last Office Action, implicitly Official Notice was taken that it is well-known that computer manufacturers are one type of merchants. Thus 
as stated in the last Ofice Actions " it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to apply 
GUYOT's method to computer manufacturers to allow this type of merchants to use GUYOT's method." Implicitly further, Official Notice is 
taken that it is well-known that computer manufacturers sell computer components and likely to advertise them. Thus as stated before " it 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to substitute to GUYOT's credits given, discounts on 
advertised computer components for the manufacturers, in case these latter are involved, to provide credits in a form that is relevant to 
products that would obviously be likely to be advertised by such merchants, computer components.". 

Applicants.at page 5, correctly state that the motivation for a rejection under 35 U.S. C 103 can come from the kowledge of persons of 
ordinary skill. The motivatiion as stated above comes from such source and thus is proper. 
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
